Louis Ferdinand Alfred Maury. — At the meeting 
of the Paris Socie'td de Gdographie, on the 19th of Feb- 
ruary, the President announced the death of Mr. Alfred 
Maury, of the Institute, for forty-seven years a Fellow 
of the Socidte', of which he had been successively Assis- 
tant Secretary, Secretary, Vice-President, and one of 
the Honorary Presidents. 

Mr. Maury was a man of vast erudition, and his 
writings on history, philology, archaeology, and geog- 
raphy, are of a very high order. 

He was elected a Corresponding Member of the 
American Geographical Society in i860. 

Sir William Macleay. — The Linnean Society of 
New South Wales announces in a circular letter the 
death of Sir Wm. Macleay, one of its oldest and most 
active members. An extract from the President's Ad- 
dress in January, 1890, recounts the benefactions of 
Sir William to the Society:
